JUDGE AND JURY. 



A very interesting legal question in connec- 
tion with juries h as just boon decided, ac- 
cording to our latest English papers, by tha 
Lord Cliief .Tustico, and Juslices Blackburn, 
Mollor and Lush. Il will ba remembered, no 
doubt, by many of our reader?, that a woman 
named Winsor was tried and oonvioted ol 
murder at the lasl Eummor Assi/.en for Ibo 
county of Devon. Tho couviet bod made a 
trade of iufantioido and had j?.it along suc- 
cessfully in her fiendish occupation until 
arrested, in connection witli a young woman 
named Harris, foi tha murder of Harris's in- 
fant. She was lirat tried on Friday the L7 1 b 
ol March, but the oasa continued till Saturday 
evening when the judge summed up ihe evi- 
dence and the jury retired. At 12 o'clock' 
tho jury were called into court and, as there 
w»s .no probability of their agreeing to a 
Terdicl, were discharged, the judgo declar- 
ing tha commission had terminated that day. 
Tho prisoners wcro however taken back t i 
gaol and brought up for trial again at tho 
summer assizes. At this trial Winsor's com- 
panion, Harris, was brought up to testily 
against her, and it was on her evidence that 
aba was convicled. The prisoner's counsel 
obtained the Attorney General's fiat (or a 
writ of error on the ground that ibo prisoner 
had previously been tried, nnd the jury, with- 
out coming to a verdict, discharged by lha 
judge. It was oontemled that the judge had 
no power to discharge tho jury under the 
circumstances— that il was done without the 
consent or motion of tho prisoner, and when 
there was neither illness nor incapacity 
among the jurors. The counsel further con- 
tended that it was tho judge's place under 
tho circumstances to ntk (or a verdict ol 
"not guilty-" There was also nn objection 
taken to Harris's evidence, on tho ground 
that sho was imprisoned on the same charge 
as Winsor. When tho case came up before 
the Lord Chief Justice, the Solicitor General 
argued that an abortive trial was no bar to a 
second trial for tho same olleiice, ami that 
Harris's evidence was perlectly legal, inasmuch 
as a prisoner indicted wilh another could bo 
called as a witness, provided he was not at the 
lime upon his trial. On tlio part of the 
prisoner it was contended that Ihe 
jury were interrupted in their deliberations, 
and called into court and discharged, when n 
(ew moments later they might have aequitled 
tho prisoner. Hy this the prisoner had been 
prejudiced. 

Tho Lord Chief Justice went into the 
early history of English jurisprudence, and 
showed thai it had been held at one tuna by 
the most eminent judges that when lha jury 
■were onco discharged the prisoner could not 
be again brought to trial on thu same offence. 
But the ruling of judges in more recent 
times was different; Blackstone assarted the 
right of judges to discharge juries in cases of 
evident necessity ; when, for instance, the 
juryman or the prisoner takes ill ; and sil ce 
his time this discretionary power had been 
frequently exercised. The Lord Chief Justice 
considered it essential that this discretionary 
power should be protected lo the utmost, nnd 
thus comments upon lha jury system gene- 
rally : " Oar ancestors insisted on unanimity 
as the essence ol tho verdict ; but they were 
unscrupulous how they obtained it. Whether 
the minority gavo way to the majority or tin 
reverEO appeared to bo a matter ol indif- 
ference to them. It was a contest between 
the strong and the weak, the able-bodied 
and tho infirm, as to who could best 
suffer hunger and thirst, anil all tho 
miseries incidental to such a state 
ol things. It was al-o said that it to is 
equally incumbent, or was the duty of the 
judgo, to take a jury who could not ague on 
a vordict to tho confines j| the county. It is 
very much doubted il that was the law, and 
there is nothing iistanl on record to show 
that such was the fact. Assuming so, I hope 
wo look upon trial by jury and Ibo principle 
upon which they ought to net in a different 
light. We do not desire unanimity otherwise 
than unanimity of oonviction. It is vory 
true that a small minority— one or two jury- 
mcI1 — may have a conviction, but not '0 
strongly or deeply rooted as not lo feel just- 
ified in giving way to the majoiity. And il 
jurymen only adopt a weal; conviction on 
given points, they might yield to the Blronger 
and moro determined views cf the others : 
but I hold it to be tho essence of a juryman's 
duty, if be has a firm, deeply rooted conv c« 
lion toither in tho affirmative or negative i f 
the issue), not to give it up although the ma- 
jority are against him, to purchase his lrcc« 
dotn and get rid ol the inconvenience. That 
boing so, and when a judge is pttfeetly con- 
vinced that u reasonable time has elapsed, 
find, the judge iH perfectly convinced lha un- 
animity of the jury can only bo attained 
through the sacrifice of honest, conscienti- 
ous convictions, why is he to Bubjaot them lo 
the terrors of all Ihe miseries ol men shut up 
without meat, drink, ur lire, in order Ihat Ihe 
minority might give way, or lha majority, 
who could not purchase their liberty 
without a sacrilico of conscientious duly I 
The Lord Cbiel Justice then comments on 
the peculiar position in which tho judge in 
the first trial ol Winsor was placed. It was 
twolvo o'clock on Saturday night, and the 
judijo could not accept a verdict on Htinduy. 
It was therefore his duty to confino the jury 
all tiny on Sunday in iho bopo of" getting a 
verdict on Monday morning. But lo keep 
thorn tho whole ol Sunday without moot, 
drink or lira would bo inhuman, and yet lo 
allow ol refreshment!) of any kind would be 
to make tho proceedings illegal ; " because," 
as the Lord Ohief Justice remarks, " them ia 
no authority lor saying— but, indeed, they 
ralhor poinl the other way— that alter il g 
jury have rotirud to consider their verdict 
refreshments can bo supplied lo them, and 
the oath administered to the bailiff in charge 
of the jury prevented his lotting them novo 
refreshments or allowing any one to spcuk to 



them (6J?.oopl himself, in asking them if they 
were agreed to a verdict) without leavo of tho 
Court — tho latter having roferenoa to 11 o 
speaking to the jury only. I question 
whether, inasmuch ns Ihis system ol coercion 
has boon handed down to us by our unceslors, 
if a judgo is not to lake upon himself tha ex- 
ercise of ibis discretion, the sooner tho Legis- 
lature interferes in tho matter tho bolter 
it will bo for the administration of justieo." 
On ihe question of allowing tho companion 
in erinio of Winsor to give evidence against 
her, the Lord Chief Justice thinks it wrong. 
" They worn both joined,'' ho says, " in one 
indictment en Iho first oooasion, and thuy 
were tried together. On tho second trial one 
was allowed lo give evidence against tho other 
and Ihcro is no doubt tfmt her evidence has 
brought about the present slate of things, nnd 
in ihis particular il has placed the prisoner 
nl a great and grievous disadvantage. I 
must say 1 felt tho force of the prisoner's 
I counsel's observation with reference to a 
j fellow prisoner coming forward to give ovi- 
i donee without first being convicted and 
sentenced or acquitted. I think that much lo 
be lamented, because suoh a witness ought 
to bo in such n position ni to bo nblo 
to come forward and give evidence with 
a mind froo from all corrupting in- 
Uuonce of what the etl'ect of her 
cvidenoo might be upon her own fate." 
This was a matter, however, with which tho 
court had nothing to do. They woro there 
to hear a writ of error — to deoiue whether 
the judge used proper discretionary power in 
discharging the jury and whether the prison- 
er oould bo tried again (or the same offence. 
On both points tho Lord Chief Justieo deci- 
ded against Ihe prisonor, who had wept 
continuously from tho first drift of tho judg- 
ment, and who was taken back to Newgate 
and from thence conveyed to Exeter to 
undergo the sentence of death, having ra- 
ni lined nearly a year in prison from her first 
tiial.

Without a patent law any 
peison could come in and claim every ad- 
vantage enjoyed by the inventor, although 
tho latter hod all the toil and all the expense 
of bringing the invention to light.

THE SHENANDOAH. 
Capt- Waddell's own Aecoun; 

The following extracts from a private 
letter from Capt. Waddell, ihe comman- 
der of the famous Southern cruiser Shen- 
andoah, gives souio interesting details of 
his doings not hitherto published. After 
denying that lie destroyed the helpless 
whaling fleet aftei he knew pence was 
declared, Capt. Waddell goes on us 
follows : — ■ 

Alter reaching Behring's Sea I captured 
the ship William Thomson and Silvio 
Abigail ; both had left San Fratmiseo 
iu April last, these captures were made 
about the \!3d of dune, and from each I 
received San t'raucisuo papers. Tho e 
papers professed to liuvo the correspon- 
dence between Generals I, c nnd Grant 
concerning the surrender of Lees army. 
They also stated thai Davis and Cabinet 
were in Danville, to which the Confeder- 
ate Goverpinent had been removed, nnd 
that Davis had issued a proclamation 
informing tho Southern p ople that the 
war would lie carried on with renewed 
vigor, I was made possessor of ns late 
news by these two captures ns 11113- the 
whalers had, and I continued my work 
until ;t was completed in the Arctic Ocean 
on tho iiSth of dune, when 1 had suc- 
ceeded in destroying or dispersing the 
New England whaling lieet. I left tin 
Arctic on the 29th of June, and shipped 
from some of the whalers tight men on 
tint; very day — men of intelligence, nil 
trained soldiers. H is not to be believed 
that these men would take service in 
the Shenandoah if they believed the war 
was ended. Alter leaving Hehring's Sen 
1 fell iu with tie vessels until I commun- 
icated with tin; British bark Hun iiita, 

from San FYanriseo, August 3d, fourteen 
days, bound for Liverpool. 

She informed 1110 ol the capture nf 
Davis and 11 part of his Cabinet ; also, ol 
1 lie surrender of (jenontls Johnston's 
Smith's and Magruder's armies. The 
Barracoota furnished that news the lir-l 
time I heard it, nnd I instantly ceased to 
cruise, und steered for Capo Horn. 
Before speaking the Bnrrncoiitn, I 
intended to look into 1 he ( lull' of Lower 
California, and then to wait, flic arrival nf 
a California steamer bound for Panama 
Tho Barracouta's news surprised us, nnd 
among some of the oliicers I witnessed a 
terror which mortified me. 1 wns im- 
plored to take tho vessel to Australia; 
that to try and reach a European port 
would bo fatal to nil concerned; petitions 
were signed by three fourths of t lie oliicers 
asking to be taken to Cape Town, nrguing 
and picturing tin; horrors of capture, nnd 
ull that sort, of stllir. I ctdled the oliicers 
and crew to the quarterdeck nnd said 
calmly lo them: "I intend Inking this 
ship to Liverpoi I. I know there is risk 
to be run; but that has boon our associate 
all the time. Wo will ho sought after in 
the Pacific and not in the Atlantic.'' 
They supported my views, and then fol- 
lowed a letter from the crew — signed by 
71 out ol 110 — "Saying they had confidence; 
ill mo, and wero willing, nay desired to go 
with me wherever 1 thought best to take 
tho vessel. I had, of conrso, 11 very 
anxious time, painfully anxious, because, 
iho officers had sot a bad example lo the 
crew. 'Their conduct was nothing less 
than mutiny. I was very decided with 
some of them; 1 had lo tell one officer I 
would bo On p tain or die on the deck, and 
tho vessel should go to no oilier port than 
Liverpool. So ended my troubles with 
complaints: and supplications from the 
oliicers. Tlio men behaved nobly nnd 
stood firmly to their decision. When the 
ship was about one hundred miles from 
Azores, n suspicions looking vessel was 
seen ahead, and apparently lying to, 
waiting for us to cotno up with her. It 
was suiisot, ibe wind very light, and my 
suspicions being aroused 1 steered my 
course steadily until darkness closed upon 
us, and then 1 wore ship and stood south- 
west till steam could bo gotten up, for 1 
had not oven bunked lirca since parting
